J'Y theſe unhappy diſtrattions, and miſapprehenſions between His Majeftie and this preſent Parliament , fomented and originally occaſioned by the mals 

gnancie of au adverſe party Within this Kingdom,and the unadviſed (onncels of many ill-affetted perſons neer untothe King, there yet remains 4 general 
Concurrence of loyall and affeftionate hearts anto His Majeftie, WhoWith all their ſoules defire, both by their publike endeavours, and their private 
prayers unto God, (by Whom all Kings do reign, and from Whom only all yower is derived) to reconcile and accommodate theſe Differences ; thereby to re- 
inveſt His Majeſtic in the intire and hearty affettions of all His SubjeFts, and ro poſſeſſe themſelves again of His gracious favour and good 0penun, t hat fo 
there may be a oiefec reconcilement of all ſuch Differences as have unhappily vislated the long ſerled peace and quiet Government of this flouriſhing Na- 
tion : eAnd for the more effetuall and ſpeedy conſummation of this generally deſrred bleſſing of peace and proſperity to His Majeftie and His People, theſe 
few Propoſitions are here humbly preſented to the conſpaerations of Greb Howſes of Parliament, by him that daily prays for the honour, ſafety, and proſpe- 
rity of His Majeitie, and the peace of the Whole Kingdom. 


plainly appearing by the lare Declaration made in Parliament , That the Commiſſion of Array is againſt 
the Laws and Statures of this Kingdom, and that His Majeſty is graciouſly pleaſed ro declare His reſolution, 
to govern His people onely by the Law ; That His Majeſtic would be now pleaſed, for the more apparant ex- 
preſsion of that His Royall purpoſe, to re-call His ſaid Commiſion, and all Inſtructions and commands 
which have been given there | 

His Majeſty having echnonkeld That in theſe times of danger the Propoſition made unto Him by both 
Houſes of Parliament for the ſetling of the AC#litra was very fit , thereby to put the Kingdom into a poſture of 
detence,and hath alſo approvedof ſuch perſons for the ordering of the ſame, who have been nominated by the Parliament, That he 
would begraciouſly pleaſed to give His Royall aſſent ro an AQ of Parlizment fer the eſtabliſhing thereof for two yeers, which 
after may be continued or laid | cn again, as the neceſsity of the times ſhall rhen require. 

That all ſuch perſons ſo nominated by the Parliament, ahd approved of by His Majeſtic to be Licutenants in every County 
for ROT the Militia, may receive their CommiſSions onely from His Majeſtic, with a Proviſo that they ſhall not be 
diſplaced, nor their power taken from then, but by conſent of Parliament, thereby to preſerve the Honour of His Majeſtic , -am 
to remove alſoall doubts and fears from His Subje&ts © -—» hy 

That no Commiſsions either for the Array or Mtlitia, which have been made or given by the King or Parliament, way be | 
further execured, bur that all Arms ſhall be laid down untill the 4f7l:ti2 be ſerled by Att of Parliament.

Thar a particular Declaration in that A may be made, that ucither Sir Joh» Hotham, nor any other perſon ſhall be queſti- 
oned for any 2& done in obedience ro the direXtions 21d command of both Houſes of Parlizment, or which hath been ſince al- 
lowed and approved of by them. : 

, That the Townof Hel, with all the Arms and Ammunition removed from thence, may be delivered into the aQtuall and 
peaceable poſſeffion of His Majeſtie, and that His Majeſtie would be then pleaſed to commit the government thereof, with the 

ſud Arms, unto tuch other perſon which both Houſes of Parliament ſha!l nominare; and that no ſuch Governour ſhall be difpla- 

ced, nor the Arms removed, but by conſent of Parliament ; And that Newcaſtle, and all other Toivns of ftrength may be 

in like manner diſpoſed of. 

+ Thatall the Lords and Members of the Houſe of Commons that are now ivith the King, 1hall preſently repair to their ſeve- 
rall houſes, and not bequeſtioncd for their abſence. 

That His Majeſtie would be pleaſed to return again to Whitehall, or ſome other place neer His City of Londen, there to make 
His reſidence as formerly He hath done, thereby to revive the dejeGted hcarrs of His afflited Subjects, who have thus unhappily 
been deprived of the comfort and honour of His Royall preſence. 

That all diſtra&tions and miſapprehenſions may be removed by the happy concutrence of his Majeſtie with the Parliament, 
whereby ſuch Laws may be made, as may conduce to the eſtabliſhing of a ſetled peace inthe whole State. 

That rhe relicfof the diſtrefled Proteſtants, his Majeſtic faithfull and loyall Subjefs in /relard, may be ſpeedily reſolved 
on, and their wants ſupplyed, for the ſuppreſſing of the Rebellious Papiſts in that Kingdom. 

+ Thatall abuſes inthe Chureh may be removed in a more perfe& Reformation in Diſcipline and Ceremonies, by an aſſembly 
of ſuch learned Divines as ſhall be named to that purpoſe by both houſes of Parliament.
